cure government ownership of this 
canal will be given strong endorse- 
ment and active support 
To make 


the meeting more interesting Secre- 
tary Stevenson has secured from the 
secretary of the Atlantic Deeper Wa 
terways association the full set of 
stereopticou slides recently used at 
the Jacksonville 
meeting 
These 


slides, numbering over 70, will be 
shown with a lecture fully explaining 
the inland waterway that is projected 
from Maine to Key West 


The importance of this meeting will 


be realized when it is known that as 
now proposed this great waterway 
which will bring thousards of yacht 
ing parties to Florida every year, shall 
pass up the St Johns river and thence 
through a new canal to the Indian 
river at Titasville Should such a plan 
be carried out it would take away all 
government Interest in the 
East 


Coaet inland 
waterways between 


Jacksonville and Titusvtlle, via St Au 
gustlne, Daytona and Ormond, leav 
ing them on a privately owned water 
way with no maintenance fund and 
with heavy tolls to pay 


The East Coast Canal, via St Au 


gustine and Daytona, is the logical 
route lor the Atlantic Coast Line in 
land waterway 
It is almost a day 


shorter and, being filled with salt wa 
ter, is free from hyacinths and other 
marine vegetation that makes navlga 
tion so difficult for small craft on the 
upper St Johns and Ocklawaha rivers 


Since the Atlantic Inland Waterway 


project Is fast becoming a reality, and 
since the government will soon make 
a choice between the East Coast di 
reel route and the St Johns inland 
route for a canal between Jackson 
vflle and Miami, it is of greatest im 
portance for St Johns and Volusia 
counties, especially to use all re- 
sources at their command to make the 
coastal canal a link ot that great In 
land chain 


By inducing the government now to 


take over the Coast Line Canal, there

TAX ASSESSOR WILSON 


EXPUINSJITPATION 


IS MAKING EVERY ENDEAVOR TO 


HAVE 
INCREASED 
TAXATION 


UNDER NEW LAW DISTRIBUTED 


THROUGH SEVERAL YEARS. 


To the Taxpayers of Volusia County 


There has been so much in the state 


papers lately in regard to increase in 
valuations that many of our people 
are a little uneasy about the matter, 
and I think it is proper for us to make 
a statement 


Because I have been silent so far 


does not mean that I am not keeping 
thoroughly posted on what is being 
done 
I attended the meeting of the 


tax assessors at Tallahassee in No 
vember, and have had two confer 
ences with members of the state tax 
commission, being visited here b\ 
them 
Besides, I have been your tax 


assessor for 23 years, and have been 
the tax agent of .1 concern which 'pays 
a large amount of taxes in 20 counties 
la the state, and all this has given me 
an acquaintance with nearly half the 
tax assessors and collectors of the 
state for the past 25 years 


This should make the people of Vo 


lusia county feel safe, and know that 
they will not suffer any more than 
other counties, at least on account of 
the changes which must take effect 
in the next two or three years, while 
the new order of things is being car 
rled out by the new state tax com 
mission 


I am in favor of a lull cash valution 


for all taxable property, provided a- 
corresponding decrease in tax millage 
can be had, so that the actual tax 
paid by individuals will not be mater- 
ially Increased 
If I wanted to in 


crease your taxes and thus increase 
my own pay, I could have done this 
a long time ago, by doing as the law 
required, but I did not, and my reason 
was that I felt it my duty to value 
my county on a par with other coun 
ties, so that we would not pay more 
state tax, in proportion, than others 
It is certain that an increase to full 
cash value this year will work a hard- 
ship on the taxpayer, because while 
some of the tax rates can be reduced 
In both county and state, there are 
some items -which cannot be redi'ce1', 
at least not for 1914 therefore, I am 
trying to get an agreement between 
all the tax assessors and the tax com- 
mission to make the increase in value 
gradually, nartly in 1914 and partly in 
1915 and 1916, so that rates can be ad 
Justed as well as valuation 


Now, I am not going to promise you 


that I can prevent any increase In 
your taxes, for in the new adjustment 
there is bound to be some increase, 
but I want our people to consider my 
past reputation for fairness, and my 
extended knowledge of the tax laws 
and usages as well as of the present 
situation, and to trust me to see that 
the actual increase of taxes will be 
as small as possible But, if there is 
an Increase, you must remember it is 
the prder of \he state tax commission 
and it has the legal power to make the 
tax assessors obey its orders, and it 
can and will have us removed if we 
do not 
However, they are fair and 


reasonable men, and I believe they 
will treat me and my county fairly, 
and I think I am doing the best for 
my county, when I work la harmony 
with them and do not uselessly fight 
them as some tax assessors are now 
doing 
• 


I have published my appointments 


to meet the tax payers at each pre 
cinct in February and I wish to meet 
as many as possible, but after send 
ing these appointments out to the 
newspapers I decided to meet with 
the tax assessors in convention in 
Jacksonville, February 2nd, and prob 
ably on the 3rd and 4th also and I 
will have to send a deputy to meet 
my appointments on those days That 
convention Is probably more import 
ant than my appointments with you

WHY WE NEED A BETTER SCHOOL BUILDING 


* * * * * * * * * * * ' * * * * 
It surprises me to 'find as much op 


position as there is to the proposed 
bond issue for better school «onfli- 
tions in New Smyrna. Frankly, 
I 


would like to see an outline of what 
those who oppose the bond issue ex- 
pect to happen to the school if the 
bond proposition is defeated. 'What 
progress is there is store for us for 
the next year lor two, If we turn 
down these bonds? Can we hope to 
maintain even our present standard 
of work? If we do this, we must have 
more teachers for another year, and 
where can, we put them? All avail- 
able floor space is now in use, and 
crowded—in the present school pro- 
perty. 


Of course, the county might put 


irp another bungalow, or 'make 
an 


addition to the present main building. 
But this would mean an outlay of 
from $1,500 to $2,000, and already 
'this year our school has oost 
the 


county over $1,400, over and above 
teachers' salaries. We can not ex- 
pect too much of the county., The 
/only other alternative is to make 
this a junior high school, cutting 
off the 1'lth and 12th grades. 


But dn any case, turn where you 


will, we can hot get away from the 
bad features of the present . ipain 
building—bad location, bad sanitary 
tonditlons, poor light, no auditorium, 
no laboratory advantages, 
danger 


from fire, poor heating arrangement, 
and the consequent tack .of attract- 
veiiess of conditions to induce teach- 
ers 
t<V stay here from year to year. I

THROUGH SEVERAL YEARS. 


To the Taxpayers of Volusla County 


There has been BO much In the state 


papers lately In regard to Increase in 
valuations that many of our people 
are a little uneasy about the matter, 
and I think it is proper lor us to make 
a statement 


Because I have been silent so far 


does not mean that I am not keeping 
thoroughly posted on what is being 
done 
I attended the meeting of the 


tax assessors at Tallahassee in No 
vember, and have had two confer 
ences with members of the state tax 
commission, being visited here b\ 
them 
Besides, I have been your tax 


assessor for 23 years, and have been 
the tax agent of A concern which •pays 
a large amount of taxes in 20 counties 
in the sta&, and all this has given me 
an acquaintance with nearly half the 
tax assessors and collectors of the 
state lor the past 25 years 


This should make the people of Vo 


lusia county feel safe, and know that 
they will not suffer any more than 
other counties, at least on account of 
the changes which must take effect 
in the next two or three years, while 
the new order of things is being car 
ried out by the new state tax com 
mission 


I am in favor of a tun cash valution 


for all taxable property, provided a. 
corresponding decrease in tax millage 
can be had, so that the actual tax 
paid by individuals will not be mater- 
ially increased 
If I wanted to in 


crease your taxes and thus increase 
my own pay, I could have done this 
a long time ago, by doing as the law 
required, but I did not, and my reason 
was that I felt it my duty to value 
my county on a par with other coun 
ties, so that we would not pay more 
state tax, in proportion, than others 
It Is certain that an increase to full 
cash value this year will work a hard- 
ship on the taxpayer, because while 
some of the tax rates can be reduced 
in both county and state, there are 
some items -which cannot be redi'ce1', 
at least not for 1914 therefore, I am 
trying to get an agreement between 
all the tax assessors and the tax com- 
mission to make the increase in value 
gradually, nartly in 1914 and partly In 
1916 and 1916, so that rates can be ad 
justed as well as valuation 


Now, I am not going to promise you 


that I can prevent any increase in 
your taxes, for in the new adjustment 
there is bound to be some increase, 
but I want our people to consider my 
past reputation for fairness, and my 
extended knowledge of the tax laws 
and usages as well as of the present 
situation, and to trust me to see that 
the actual increase of taxes will be 
as small as possible But, if there is 
an increase, you must remember it is 
the order of \he state tax commission 
and it has the legal power to make the 
tax assessors obey its orders, and it 
can and will ha/ve us removed if we 
do not 
However, they are fair and 


reasonable men, and 1 believe they 
will treat me and my county fairly, 
and I think I am doing the best for 
my county, when I work to harmony 
with them and do not uselessly fight 
them as some tax assessors are now 
doing

bond issue for better school confli 
tions in New Smyrna. Frankly,
